PROPOSED DECISION

This claim agair~t the Government of Cuba, under Title V of the Inter-

national Claims Settlement Act of 194~, as amended, for $478.77 was presented

by MERCANTILE TRUST COMPANY NATIONAL ASSOCIATION and RALPH W. KALISH, as

Trustees under Will of Mollie J. Weinbach for the benefit of Patricia

Goldman Corwin, based on ~heir interest in one bond issued by the Associa-

tion of ~he Religious Co,m~nity of the Company of Jesus of Bethlehem

College of Havana. The deceased and %he beneficiary qualffy as nationals

of the United States within the meaning of Section 502(I)(A) of the Act.

Under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949

[78 Star. I!I0.(1964), 22 U.S.C. §§I~3-1643k (1964), as amended, 79 star.

988 (1965)], the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims of nationals

of the United States against the GOvernment of Cuba. Section 503(a) of the

Act provides that~the Commission shall receive and determine in accordance

with applicable substantive law, including international law, the amount

and validity of claims by nationals of the United States against the

Government ~f Cuba arising since January i, 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, expropri-
intervention or other %aking 6~,\or specialation~

measures directed against, property including any
rights or interests therein Owned w~olly or partially,
directly or indirectly at the time b~ nationals of the

United States.



Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’property’ means any property, right, or
interest including any leasehold interest, and

debts owed by ~the Government of Cuba ~r by enter-
prises which have been nati6nalized, expropriated,
intervened, or taken b~ the Government of Cuba and
debts which are a charge on property which has been
nationalized, expropriated, i~tervened, or taken by
the Gover~nent of Cuba.                ~

On the basis oZ evidence of record, the Commission finds that the late

Mollie J. Weinbach, since prior to May 3, 1961, was the owner, and was suc-

ceeded by Patricia Goldman Corwi~, with respect to ~ne bond in the original

face amount of $i,000 issued by the Association of the Religious Community

of the Company of Jesus of Bethlehem College of Havana, and known as 5-1/4%

First Mortgage Six Year G01d Bonds~ due February I, 1934, under an Agreement

&f May 22, ~1928, with the Bankers Trust Company, Trus~tee. The bonds were

secured by all of the Association’s property in Cuba. The 5ond in question

bears No. M0042.

The record reflects that o~ April 4, 1933~ Cuba declared a mora~oriu~R

on mortgage indebtedness, which was later extended to June ~9~2. On

December 5, 1939~ the maturity o~ the bonds was extended by the Association

to February i~ 194~, and interest was red~ced to 1-1/2% beginning Febru-

ary I, 1939 On June 4, 1940 a new C~ban Co_.s’~ut~on was adopted,~having

certain "Transitory Provisions" which extended the maturity date on mo£tgage

indebtedness in excess of $800,000 to June 30, 1970 and provided for inter-

est at 1%, and amortization by certain annualinstallments.

The record shows that the last principal payment iade was that due on

June 30, 1958, leaving the principal due ’~n such $I,000 bond as $449.03;

and the last interest payment made was that due on February I, 1959.
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The evidence establishes that .the properties of the College were

intervened by the Government Of Cuba.i~nMaY 3, 1961, by Resolution

No. 4352 of the Directora Provindial de Educacion de la Havana (Provincial

Educational Directors Office of Havana).

The Commission concludes that as a result of the intervention of the

properties of the Association, in Cuba, Patricia Goldman Corwin; the bene-

ficiary, suffered a loss in connectign with the bond within the meaning of

Title V of~the Act.

The Commission finds that the amount of the unpaid ~hdebtedness on

the bond on May 3, 1961, the date of loss, was $459.17, incl.uding the prin-

cipal amount of $449.03 and interest in the amount of $10.14.

The C~ission has decided that in certification of losses on

claims determined pursuant to Title V of the~ Internationa! Claims

Settlement Act of~ 1949,. as amended~ :i~terest should be included at the

¯ rate of 6% per annum from the da~e of ios~ to the date of settlement°

(see the Claim of Lisle Corporation, Claim No. C~-0644), and in the

instan~case it is so ordered.
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CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that MERCANTILE TRUST COMPANY NATIONAL ASSOCIA-

TION and RALPH W. KALISH, as TruStees under Will of Mollie J. Weinbach for

the benefit of I~atricia Golden Cot-win, suffered a loss, as a result of

actions (of the Government of Cuba, within the scope of Title V of the

Internationa! Claims Settlement Act of 1949~-. as amended, ,in the amount of

Four Hundred Fifty-nine Dollars and Seventeen Cents ($459.17) with fnterest

thereon at 6% per annum from May 3, 1961 to the date of settlement.
